A UTTLE WINE FOR THY 
STOMACH’S SAKE 

One of the most serious issues 
confronted by contemporary 
Americans is the use and sale of 
alcoholic beverages. The abuse of 
alcohol is without doubt one of the 
most devastating menaces in our 
society. The Bible contains examples 
of what some would call an accept- 
able use of alcohol and examples of 
the unacceptable abuse of alcohol. 

One, of the examples of an 
acceptable use of alcohol in the Bible 
involved two preachers. One of the 
preachers was writing a letter to the 
other; the one writing was the oldest. 
The younger preacher was having 
some serious personal physical prob- 
lems, The older preacher recommen- 
ded that the younger drink a little 
wine for the sake of his health, That 
situation is recorded in the Bible. 
The older preacher was named Paul, 
and the younger preacher was 
named Timothy. It is recorded in I 
Timothy 5:23 which contains these 
words: ‘Drink no longer water, but 
use a little wine for thy stomach’s 
sake and thine often infirmities.’ 


TWO HONEST CONCLUSIONS 

Honesty requires two conclu- 
sions related to I Timothy 5:23. The 
first conclusion is that it was wine 
which Paul suggested that Timothy 
drink, Kenneth S. Wuest wrote, 
“Observe that oinos (wine) here, as 
everywhere else, means ‘wine, fer- 
mented,’ and ‘capable of’ intoxicat- 
ing.’’’ (Word Studies in the Greek 
New Testament, vol. Il, p. 88] 

The second conclusion is that the 
wine was for Timothy’s health. On 
the same page noted above, Wuest 
also wrote, ‘‘We must remember 
that wine was in its infancy among 
Greek physicians. We must remind 
ourselves that Paul was speaking of 
wine as a medicine, not as a 
beverage.’’ A. T. Robertson wrote, 
“Timothy was clearly a semi- 
invalid.’’ [Word Pictures in the New 
Testament, vol. IV., p. 590] 

Thus it was wine which could 
make a person intoxicated, but Paul 
suggested that Timothy drink a small 
amount for his health rather than 


drink it to get intoxicated. Paul's 
Suggestion for Timothy was both 
personal and practical, It was for 
Timothy, and it was for the benefit of 
his health, If Paul were a medical 
doctor and if he and Timothy were 
alive today Paul would write a 
prescription with Timothy’s name on 
it. 

Another example of the use of 
wine as a medicine to help someone 
is recorded in Luke 10--in what we 
call ‘‘The Parable of the Good 
Samaritan.’’ Jesus told about a man 
who was robbed and beaten by 
thieves. He was beaten badly 
enough to leave him wounded; he 
appeared to be ‘thalf dead.’”’ Luke 
10:34 inidicates that a Samartian saw 
the wounded man in the ditch ‘‘And 
went to him, and bound up his 
wounds, pouring in oil and wine, and 
set him on his own beast, and 
brought him to an inn, and took care 
of him,’’ The Samaritan knew that oil 
and wine contained medicinal value 
when used properly, and he used 
them for the well-being of a needy 
human. 


TWO PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS 
FOR YOUR HEALTH 

Two practical suggestions could 
be of tremendous value for your 
health. One, if you are having 
physical or emotional problems see a 
medical doctor and/or a trained and 
caring professional counselor. Two, 
take care of your health by eating 
properly, by getting involved in a 
sensible and regular program of 
exercise, and by resting properly. 


TWO CRUCIAL TENSIONS 

A proper understanding of I 
Tim. 5:23 and an honest appraisal 
of the enormous problems related to 
the modern epidemic abuse of 
alcohol reveal two crucial tensions. 
These two tensions contain both the 
potential to help make better people 
and the potential to bring great 
devastation to people. 

One crucial tension can be ex- 
pressed with the phrase ‘‘Modera- 
tion verses Abuse.’’ The word 


‘little’? is important for a proper 
understanding of I Timothy 5:23 and 
this tension. It presents one of the 
most important principles regarding 
a healthy personal life - the principle

BIBLE QUESTIONS 


QUESTION: 


Is it sinful to “judge”’ 


: someone else? 


BOB PRICHARD 


i Most people would assume that it is sinful to judge another person, 
@ After all, Jesus said, ‘‘Judge not, that ye be not judged’’ (Matt. 7:1). 
Because of this statement, many have assumed that it is sinful to 
condemn or correct anyone, because this would mean that one is 


” 


‘judging. 


But is it even possible to go through life without ever 


judging, or discerning between what is right, and what is wrong? 
Paul wrote, ‘‘Brethren, if a man be overtaken in a fault, ye which 
are spiritual, restore such an one in the spirit of meekness; considering 
thyself, lest thou also be tempted, Bear ye one another’s burdens, and 
so fulfill the law of Christ’’ (Gal. 6:1-2), How can one determine that 
his brother is ‘‘overtaken in a fault,”’ without ‘‘judging’’ him? To say, 
“You cannot condemn my actions, because that would be judging 
me,”’ is to say that nothing can ever be determined to be wrong. This 
idea promotes a moral indifference that says nothing is really sinful, 
and as long as you condemn no one else’s sin, no one can condemn 


your sin, 


Jesus qualified his teaching about judging: ‘‘Why beholdest thou 
the mote that is in thy brother’s eye, but considerest not the beam that 
is in thine own eye?’’ (Matt, 5:3). Jesus commanded, in very 
‘judgmental’? terms, ‘‘Thou hypocrite, first cast out the beam out of 
thine own eye; and then shalt thou see clearly to cast out the mote out 
of thy brother’s eye’’ (Matt. 7:5). When you remove the beam from 
your own eye, then will you be ina proper position to help your brother 


remove the speck from his eye. 


Paul said for the spiritual to ‘bear one another’s burdens,’’ and to 
restore the man ‘‘overtaken in a fault.’ He said that this was to be 
done in the ‘spirit of meekness.’’ Meekness, a part of the fruit of the 
Spirit, is the key to proper judging of the works of another. Meekness is 
closely related to humility, and childlikeness. Jesus said that his 
followers must humble themselves as little children, if they are to enter 
into the kingdom (Matt, 18:1-5). If we approach the faults of others 
from the standpoint of meekness, and humility, we can properly 
‘judge’? them, That is, when we act out of humility, and meekness, 
we will have no thought for our own pride, but will with childlike 


sincerity correct one another, 


In talking about how each member of the body of Christ, the 
church, is to work together, Paul said that we are to be ‘‘speaking the 
truth in love’’ (Eph. 4:15). Is it more loving to leave a man in his sin by 
saying nothing, or is it more loving to ‘‘judge’’ him, and try to help him 


leave his sin? If we are truly ‘speaking the truth in love,” correcting 
one another in a spirit of meekness, we will please God,

On October 23, 1986 Paul Harvey 

referred toan article in a recent issue 
of The New England Journal of 
Medicine which revealed that a drink 
a day (perhaps as many as ten per 
week) may decrease the chance of a 
stroke, but thirty drinks per week 
ill increase greatly the chance of 
aving a stroke. 
| Moderation is one of the great 
principles for a healthy life, but 
abuse.is one of the saddest blights on 
human life. Some use the phrase 
‘substance alcohol is similar to 
Oney; it is a neutral substance. In I 
imothy 6:10 Paul wrote, ‘‘For the 
love of money is the root of all evil; 
hich while some coveted after, they 
ave erred from the faith, and 
pierced themselves through with 
many sorrows,’’ Money may be used 
properly or it may be abused. Clovis 
Chappell, the well-known Methodist 
hear said in essence, ‘‘I know 
hat I can take a dollar and turn the 
bird on it into a vulture and use it to 
lear at the heart of someone, or I can 
lake the same dollar and turn the 
bird into a mockingbird which can 
sing and bring encouragement to 
someone,’’ 

Any kind of abuse is detrimental 
lo human life. Overeating is one of 
the worst abuses among people. The

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go at it moderately, and as long as 
you do it for the sake of your health 
you won’t hear many complaints. 

The words ‘thy’ and ‘thine’ 
are singular. That is a significant fact 
in our efforts to deal with the 
enormous problems caused by the 
abuse of alcohol. Most of those 
problems could be solyed and/or 
avoided through responsible indivi- 
dual action, 

You have a responsibility to 
yourself - not to harm yourself 
through the abuse of alcohol. 
Shakespeare expressed it well, 
**Why should I put in my mouth that 
which will take away my mind?’’ 

You also have the responsibility 
to others. Honesty requires that we 
give account for the tragedies suf- 
fered by people because of the 
irresponsible use of alcohol, 

A couple of examples should 
suffice to reveal the crucial tension in 
the area of freedom versus responsi- 
bility. According to Dr. Dick Couey, 
professor of exercise physiology and 
nutrition at Baylor University, Waco, 
Texas, ‘'74 percent of all mentally 
retarded children are born to drink- 
ing mothers.’’ (Church Recreation 
Magazine, October, 1986, p. 11] The 
freedom of a pregnant woman clash- 
es with the responsibility to another 
helpless human life. Thousands of 
people are killed or mangled every 
year in automobile accidents caused 
by drinking drivers, The freedom of 
a arinker clashes with the responsi- 
bility of the proper operation of an 
automobile, When individuals act 
irresponsibly, a society has the right 
and the responsibility of protecting 
itself from -the damages done by 
those irresponsible acts, 


TWO PLEAS 

On the basis of an honest look at I 
Timothy 5:23 and in light of the 
enormous problems in our society 
related to the abuse of alcohol two 
pleas are in order, One - please 
employ moderation in your overall 
approach of life--you will be a better 
person if you do, Two, please live 
responsibly--you will be a better 


person and society will be better if 


you do.

And this day before Christmas 
we are visiting with Mrs. Minnie 
Ethel Farris Smith; and our visit is at 
a very appropriate time as Miss 
Ethel’s birthday is Dec, 28 - her 
101st birthday to be exact. 

When told her age once, she 
said, ‘‘Oh, I never thought I'd live to 
be this old, I don’t know why the 
ord has left me here so long - but I 
guess He has a purpose!”’ 

Miss Ethel is a charming, alert 
and gracious lady, a joy to know and 
be around. 

Aunt ‘‘Eppa,’’ as she is 
affectionately called by many folks, 
was born, as stated previously, on 
Dec. 28, 1887, in Coffee County. the 
daughter of Mr. John Jackson Farris 
and Mrs. Elizabeth (Lizzy) Kimmey 
Farris, both of whom were born and 
reared in Coffee County. ° 

Mr, Farris was a farmer and sold 
sewing machines all over the county, 

Miss Ethel was fortunate in being 
one of a large family. She had five 
Sisters and three brothers, and is the 
second oldest child. Her sisters are: 

Sara Rainer, Albany, Ga., and 
Zelma Alford, Brandon, Fila. 
Deceased sisters are Mrs. Theodora 
Hutchison, Miss Eunora Farris, and 
Mrs. Bessie Braswell, and three 
deceased brothers: John J, Farris, 
W. Kay Farris and Francis A, Farris. 

Miss Ethel’s father built the main 
part of the old Farris homeplace and 
brought his wife there as a bride, 
where all nine of their children were 
born. The old Farris home is a large, 
well-cared-for imposing white 
structure on Claxton Ave., across the 
street from the Dairy Queen. It is one 
of the oldest homes in Elba, being 
built 104 years ago. 

Aunt Eppa has _ countless 
numbers of nieces and nephews, 
several of them living in Elba. 

She started to school at age 7 in 
Elba and finished high school here. 

In October, 1913, Miss Ethel 
married Mr, Joshua Drayden Smith, 
whose parents were Mr. and Mrs. 
W.C. Smith of Opelika, Mr. Drayden 
Smith’s mother was Miss Barbara 
Mayes before her marriage to Mr. 
Smith, 

At a very early age Mr. Smith, 
along with his brothers and sisters 
and parents, moved from Opelika 
and settled near Pine Level, 

He and a brother, Claude, owned 
and operated Smith Bros, General 
Merchandise Store on Plant Ave., 
which is still standing. For a while it 
was the home of the Elba Little

Theatre and then was used by the 
Elba United Methodist Church as a 
coffeehouse for the young people of 
the church, 

When Mr. Smith went out of 
business and sold the store in 
January of 1965, it had the dis- 
tinction of being the oldest store in 
Elba. } 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith had no 
children of their own, but claimed all 
their nieces and nephews. They 
celebrated their Golden Wedding 
Anniversary in October of 1963, at 
the Farris home place, where a 
sister, Miss Eunora Farris, lived. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith always 
resided in Elba. Mr. Smith passed 
away in July of 1965. 


When asked her hobbies, Aunt 


Eppa said, ‘‘I liked togo. Lused todo 
embroidery and I really liked to cook. 
I used to help Mama cook more than 
any of the other girls.’’ 

When asked if she liked to eat as 
well as cook, she replied, ‘‘Well yes, 
I reckon so. I liked chicken and 
dressing and all kinds of cakes. I ate 
my part -- my appetite was lots 
better then. Anything was good to 
me,"’ 

She and Mr. Smith were the 
owners of a Ford at one time and 
when asked if she could drive it, she 
replied, ‘‘I never did learn to drive a 
car; I never had confidence in 
myself. Drayden tried his best to 
teach me, but I was too scared!”"’ 

Miss Ethel is a Baptist and 
belongs to the First Baptist Church 
of Elba. She was a faithful member 
of the T.E.L. Sunday School class. 

About her memories of the flood, 
she said, ‘‘l reckon Ido remember it, 
Ruined everything we had.’’ 

She lost all but about three or 
four pieces of her hand-painted 
china, and managed to salvage only 
six or seven pieces of her cut. glass 
objects. 

Miss Ethel has. been most 
enthusiastic in her praise of the 
nursing home. ‘‘Yes, it’s a mighty 
nice place for us. I don’t think it can 
be beat. So many of my friends have 
been here - people I was brought up 
with. [don’t know what we would do 
without it.’’ 

Red and pink are her favorite 
colors. ‘I wore red and pink. My 
sister Theodora was always blonde 
and fair and she wore blues. I used to 
have real black hair and my eyes 
were brown and I was. dark 
complected so Mama always dressed 
me in red and pink. It was becoming 
to me,”’

Ole Man Depression seemed 
determined to squeeze Christmas 
right off Mama’s calendar in 1933. 
The loss of two jobs by my dad within 
the year had been financially 
disastrous for them, 

On Christmas Eve Mama went to 
the Five and Ten with her skimpy 
sewing earnings, their last hedge 
against poverty. While choosing a 
few small items for those dear she 
Spied a little waif and his two tiny 
sisters. They were only wistful 
observers amid the happy shoppers. 

Drawn to the yearning children, 
Mama soon knew that their father 
too was out of work and their mother 
could sew, They left clutching with 
unbelief the gifts of shirt and dress 
fabric, china dolls, and spinning top, 
Their laughing, grateful eyes 
crystallized Mama’s goals. Then and 
there she resolved to make like- 
miracles happen - not just at, but 
especially at, Christmas-time, for the 
rest of her life. 

Hard times passed for some; for 
us they hung on forever, giving 
Mama lots of practice with the 
miracle-making. Reduced to the red 
hilly soil of tenant farming we were 
left with little more than her faith in 
God and creativeness for Christmas 
joy. Many of our neighbors, in like 
situations, skipped the observance 
altogether, No so our house, 

Mama’s Christmas dreams 
began taking shape ere summer 
ended, The best parts of a friend's 
ragged suit secretly became Santa's 
gift for son, the  wished-for 
Eisenhower jacket, Scrap cotton 
brought just enough to order the 
plaid wool from the catalogue. It was 
then masterfully transformed during 
school hours intoa stylish overcoat to 
surprise her teenage daughter, 


The dolls which disappeared in 
late November were not seen again 
til Christmas morn. They then looked 
like new in fashions of the day, and 
some even had fresh parts - like 
tummies, legs, or arms. 

Stuffed dolls and dogs were 
crafted for small boys. And, always, 
Mama made some extras for the 
poor, 

Lacking money for even trinkets 
from the store she helped each child 
to plan, then make, something for 
the others - and for their many 
friends and teachers too. With nine 
busy sibling-elves it was tough 
finding private workshops in a 
4-room house. Thus it came to be 
that one year Mama supervised my 
completion of brother's stuffed 
squirrel in the distant cold corncrib, 

When the fire on Christmas Eve 
was only embers, the clean but 
ragged stockings were tacked to 
mantel’s shelf. When the last child 
had camouflaged their sleep Daddy 
slipped to the neighbor's for the fruit 
he’s bought in town that day. The 
Mason jars from out the trank 
yielded up their well-kept secrets of 
home-made fudge, caramels, and 
taffy - to carefully be wrapped 
around in waxed paper from a roll. 
Then Mama laid out the miracles, or 
placed them in the socks, and went - 
exhausted, fulfilled, to her bed. Soon 
Dad gave answer to the first child's 
call, By 3 a.m. he made the fire, And 
seeing all the joy and wondrous love 
for everything she'd fashioned there, 
he lost the sadness that he'd felt 
because he was too poor to buy. 

Always the Christmas meal - the 
rooster and the dressing, the yams, 
the homemade rolls, the cakes - were 
shared with others in our neighbor- 
hood who then were sick or old or

Elmo Roberts, 
age 87, was found dead in his 
apartment by Mrs. Brunease 
Winston, who owned the home in 
which Roberts rented a one-bedroom 
apartment, Arrested on Tuesday, 
July 7, and charged with robbery and 
murder was Willie Simmons 
Jackson, alias Billly Boy, age, 36, a 
local man who was often seen about 
town with Roberts, 


16 - The Elba City School Board 
meeting, which is rather a routine 
affair, opened with a bang last week 
when former board member Butch 
Oggs appeared with a complaint 
concerning the board's recent 
decision to employ Mike Carnley as 
the new guidance counselor to 
replace retiring Waylon Sharpless, 
There were five other applicants,

6 - The special census being 
conducted in the City of Elba is 
nearing completion and_ special 
census supervisor Judy Price reports 
that when the census is completed an 
accurate population count for the city 
will be available on a district system.

The clinic will be 
housed in the former medical offices 
of Dr. Bancroft Cooper on Highland 
Drive and will include the services of 
at least six doctors on a rotating 
basis. 


10 - The Elba Tigers rolled up 
over 450 yards in total offense as 
they claimed their first win of the 
Season over Geneva 45-25, The 
Tigers lost their season opener to 
Ozark, but rebounded behind the 
play of Robert Wilson and Leon 
Coleman and the passing of Jason 
Johnson to defeat the highly- 
ranked Panthers. ' 


17 - The Robert G. Stephens 
General Store, located in the 
Damascus Community, south of 
Elba, was robbed last week of 
approximately $2,000 in goods and 
money by a trio of burglars who fled 
in a pickup truck after being 
discovered by neighbors, Stephens 
reported over $700 in knives, $660 in 
cigarettes and other cash and items 
were taken in the robbery, which 
Occurred whie the owner was attend- 
ing a special meeting of the county 
commission, 


24 - Two hundred red, white and 
blue balloons were released last 
week at the conclusion of Elba’s 
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Constitution celebration on the 
courthouse square. A large crowd 
was on hand for the bicentennial 
celebration of the United States 
Constitution, and several local 
dignitaries made speeches, while the 
Elba High School Band performed a 
medley of patriotic songs. 


OCTOBER 


1 - City and county law enforce- 
ment authorities are continuing their 
investigations this week in the 
abduction and rape of a 25-year-old 
female that occurred over the 
weekend. According to information 
released by the Elba Police Dept. 
and the Coffee County Sheriffs 
Dept., the victim was abducted at 
approximately 8:15 p.m. on Sept. 26 
at the Big/Little Store located in 
downtown Elba and was forced to 
accompany the subject to several 
locations prior to the actual rape. 


8- A former Elba postal worker 
charged with the misappropriation of 
over $1,000 in United States Post 
Office funds was found not guilty last 
week by a federal jury in Dothan, 
Charles Wayne Harrison, a postal 
employee for 22 years, was found not 
guilty after only two hours of 
deliberation, Harrison was accused 
of failing to report the sale of 
stamps, money orders and various 
other postal services. 


15 - Flames could be seen as far 
away as five miles Saturday night as 
the old Damascus School burned to 
the ground. The wood frame school 
had been abandoned for over 20 
years and had been the object of 
vandalism during the past several 
years, but was still a popular place 
for local teenagers to gather for a 
game of basketball at the school’s 
indoor court, which was still 
standing. Cause of the blaze is 
under investigation. 


22- The Alabama Highway Dept. 
announces that work has begun on a 
bridge over the old railway line on 
Highway 87 south of Eiba, The road 
will be closed to the public from 
Highway 84 to County Road 25 
during the work and traffic will be 
detoured along the old River Road 
until the road vinds back to 87, 


29 - The 3-day search for a Coffee 
County man and his estranged wife 
came to an end last Wednesday 
night when law enforcement officers 
found the couple at the man’s rural 
Coffee County home with the man 
holding a butcher knife to his wife's 
neck threatening to ‘cut off her 
head,’’ according to authorities at 
the scene. The man was identified 
as Mickey Parks, who had 
apparently held his estranged wife, 
Deborah Parks, hostage — since 
Sunday night when he took her from 
a trailer of a man near the Jack 
Community,

Folsom 
never forgot the residents of south 
Alabama, and during his years as 
governor paved many of the roads 
throughout the rural counties.
